Trees and Frult at Home 


It-is lue 
prevent people from having grass and 
trees in the yard and a good garden, 
in fact, it puts a premium on garden 
truck. Be it ever so humble there is 
no place like the old homestead if it 
is kept clean and neat inside and out, 
if there is no rubbish in sight, if the 
machinery and tools are in order and 
in their places. Personally | like at 
least a small yard around the house 
well grassed over and free from poul- 
try and farm stock, with trees group- 
ed behind and some shrubbery and 
flowers in front. 

For the lawn on dryland the native 
grass is best and will serve well, if 
kept clean, free from stock and if 

ressed with well rotted manure 
once every year or so. Next best are 
brome, timothy and probably the new 
crested wheat grass. With irrigation 
the lawn can be Kentucky blue grass 
and white Dutch clover and does not 
have to be cut often with a lawn mow- 
er in order to be beautiful, two or 
three cuttings with the hay mower 
and the same number of _ irrigations 
will do the trick on rich soil. 

The windbreak in my opinion, 
should be at some distance trom the 
buildings and 50 feet from the edge ot 
the garden so as to be tree from tree 
roots and sade, There should be am- 
ple room inside for all the buildings, 
an orchard and double garden space 
so that half the garden area can be in 
clover and rotated every three years, 
more or less, or half summerfallowed 
each year on dryland. When trees are 
set out the ground should be deeply 
plowed and free of all grass or other 
growth to a distance of 10 or 15 feet 
and should be kept soft and mellow 
with a dresing of manure worked in 
if not quite fertile. ‘The most hardy 
und drouth resistant trees to be rec: 
ommended caragana, green ash 
and white spruce. Where irrigation or 
more moisture is available there is a 
wider selection including the rapid 
growing Russian poplar, cottonwood, 
and various willows. The native 
black birch and red dogwood from 
the river are very decorative and de: 
sirable, 

On a dryland homestead the garden, 
lawn and trees should be diked = on 
contour with small dikes 12 to 18 in- 
ches high so that no storm water can 
possibly run away at any time of year 
It is desirable that snow be drifted on

to the garden for additional moisture 


and in order to hold the moisture — it 


is essential that the garden soil be 
very rich with well rotted manure, 
The garden must be free of weeds 


and all these details attended to with 
painstaking care if worthwhile re: 
sults are to be had during dry — sea: 
sons. If irrigation is available 
the time spent on the dikes should be 
expended in making borders and dit 
ches for easy and effective irrigation. 

The orchard is best on a north or 
West slope that does not get the early 
morning sun and the best part of the 
slope is just below the top so as_ to 
get air drainage. 

The variety of fruits and veget- 
ables that can be grown depends on 
elevation and the number increases 
as we go eastward and decreases west 


ward from Strathmore. Just here crab 


apples are nearly a sure crop’ from 
Siberian, Dolgo, Florence and other 
hardy crabs. Russian Hybrid apples, 
such as the Anoka, can be grown and

Plums do well most seasons, al- 
though 1984 was an almost total fail- 
ure, both here and at Brooks, due to 
the warm February of last winter, 
This condition affected the apples 
and crabapples also but it is quite un- 
usual. My sepa plum produced heav- 
ily this year as I had laid it down 
and covered it with boards and man- 
ure in the fall before, but the opata 
which produced such a heavy crop in 
1933 that every branch had to be pro- 
ped up, did not have a plum this year, 
These are both goed sized plums of 
good quality. 

Strawberries are perfectly hardy if 
mulched during the winter. They 
prefer a black acid soll and should 
be changed to new ground every tew 
years. They are fot deep rooted and 
require lots of moisture, Raspberries 
do well if the new canes are’ bent 
down and covered with earth for the 
winter and if the aphis is kept under 
control, Currants produce well if pro- 
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perly pruned and kept free of insect 
ky that hard - times do not) Pests. All these small fruits require a day evening for 


good deal of moisture for good regults. 
| Gooseberries can be grown but need 
| some winter protection. The native 
{fruits such as chokecherry, saskatoon 
etc are well worth while. Some of the 
improved sand cherries produse good 
fruit and are very hardy and prolific.
